The Northeastern Vermont Development Association is a 
cooperative organization of the people of Caledonia, Essex and 
Orleans Counties organized to “develop and promote through 
study, planning and publicity, the recreational, agricultural, in- 
dustrial, natural and human resources of the area and to work 
for the economic and social betterment of the three counties.” 
The work is made possible by the vote of the towns at the an- 
nual town meeting. Thirty-nine of the forty-nine voting towns 
of the area gave support in 1952. The total of town appropria- 
_ tions for the year 1952 was $4,419.90. 


‘Every effort is being made to carry out the purpose. The 
planning is done by the people of the area, study and planning 
groups making the recommendations for the work to be done. 
A publicity program has been developed to tell the story of 
northeastern Vermont to directly benefit each town. Local, 
county and state leaders are cooperating in “Know Your Town” 
studies to determine the resources and potential of each town as 
a basis for future planning. Projects have been successfully 
carried out to bring in new industry, provide new markets and 
make for progress in recreation both commercial and commun- 
ity. State and federal agencies are cooperating in a program 
for the development of natural and human resources. The work 
of the Area Association has definitely contributed to the econo- 
mic and social betterment of the three counties,

This is our seventeenth annual report to the citizens of the 
Town of Concord on State payments in your municipality of var- 
ious types of assistance and welfare during 1952. 


The total number of recipients in the State has remained 
stable for two years but expenditures are larger by reason of in- 
creases in payments to meet increased costs for food, fuel, rents 
and services. Funds for the support of these programs were 
derived from the Federal Government, 63.3 percent, State Gov- 
ernment 34.8 percent and Town or City 1.9 percent. Total admin- 
istrative expenses for the four types of Public Assistance were

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 


The Vermont Health Department extended its program on 
July 1, 1951 so that all the towns in the State could have some 
public health nursing service. State and federal tax funds 
which finance the state-wide program are sufficient to give a 
limited service only. 


Under the new program, local citizens and school personnel 
are encouraged to take more initiative in the developing of their 
own community health programs with the advice and assistance 
of the public health nurse. In addition to assisting with the 
health program for infants, preschool, and school children, the 
public health nurse, under the supervision of the family physi- 
cian, has given services to persons reported for tuberculosis and 
venereal disease follow-up, since the control of these diseases is 
delegated by law to the Health Department. 


The following report of Miss Mary J. Breen, Public Health 
Nurse, shows some of the service given by her for the period, 
January 1, 1952 through December 31, 1952. 


Medical conferences were held to give physical examina- 
tions and immunizations to infants, preschool and school chil- 
dren. 101 children were examined by the doctor and immuniza- 
tions were as follows: 

Infant and preschool: 

45 children received diphtheria-whooping cough-tetan- 
us toxoid. | 
4 children received diphtheria-tetanus toxoid. 
60 children were vaccinated against smallpox. 
School: | 
29 children received diphtheria-tetanus toxoid. 
1 child received tetanus toxoid. 
24 children were vaccinated against smallpox. 


69 visits were made to physicians and families in an effort 
to arrange for the correction of defects and assistance in the con- 
trol of communicable disease. 


24 visits were made to the schools to plan for physical ex- 
aminations and to discuss health problems and health education 
with the teachers. 


We wish to express our appreciation for the splendid assist- 
ance given Miss Breen by the town officials, physician, school 
personnel, and local volunteers.

School Board 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


The schools have had the close attention of the local author- 
ities during the past year. The Board has met regularly and 
also has made several visits in order to keep in touch with the 
conditions of the buildings and equipment. The policy of keep-. 
ing the school plant in good condition is not only economical but 
conducive to good teacher and pupil morale. All wood floors 
were cleaned and sealed, and cement floors painted during the 
summer. A new oil burner equipped with chronotherm was in- 
stalled in the village school early in the winter. Since it was 
-very hard to get parts for the old burner, and due to the fact that 
it was necessary to close school two days this winter because of 
lack of heat, the board acted wisely when it installed a depend- 
able oi] burner. 


The schools have been provided with the latest texts and 
instructional materials. New English and social studies texts 
and materials were adopted in the elementary schools this year. 
The new Vermont history text is being used at the Village 
school in collaboration with the director of instruction of the 
State Department of Education. 


The use of the gymnasium for rhythmic and other physical 
activities in the elementary grades has been stressed. This has 
done much for the social growth of the pupils. Every high 
school pupil takes an active part in some supervised athletic 
game. The results of this program are reflected in Concord 
High School’s successful basketball teams. The high school 
girls’ physical education program deserves special, attention. 
Every girl is given calesthenics, posture building exercises, in- 
struction in volleyball, softball, basketball, and other group 
games. 
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The high school has taken an active part in the extra class 
activities of the Hilldale League. These include prize speaking, 
one-act plays, glee club, and field day. 


The hot lunch program is very successful at both schools 
and is much appreciated by both parents and teachers. As many 
as 75 pupils have been fed daily at the village and 40 at East 
Concord. : 


Physical examinations and immunizations were given to 
pre-school and primary children by the doctor, assisted by the 
public health nurse. Hearing and vision tests were given under 
the direction of the nurse to pupils in grades 1, 3,5,7,& 9. We 
are very fortunate to have this health service and the full co- 
operation of the parents is appreciated. 


The board gave much time to the preparation of the budget 
for the school year July 1, 1953-June 30, 1954. Due to increas- 
ing costs and the possibility that the teachers’ minimum salary 
law will be revised upward, the proposed budget is conservative. 


I would like to recommend that the condition of the school 
yards near the entrance to both schools be improved. During 
‘the fall and early spring the mud is deep in these areas, and 
causes much dirt to be tracked into the buildings. I suggest 
that a hard surface material such as macadam be applied to these 
areas. 


Attention should be called to the proposed change in the 
state aid law. Concord’s share of state aid for 1952 was 
$11,966.42. If the proposed amendment is passed Concord 
should receive around $14,380 in state aid next December. The 
passage of this law should be of interest to the voters of this dis- 
trict. 

At this time I wish to express my appreciation to all who 
have helped to make the school year a successful one. |

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 


Since the new program of the State Health Department has 
now been in effect for over two years, it would be well to review 
our objectives and activities at this time. ; 


The public health nurse is concerned with the health of all 
ages of all families in her area. As she works with families, she 
helps to prevent physical and emotional illnesses that may have 
their beginning in the pre-school years by arranging-for physical 
examinations and immunizations and making follow-up visits to 
have defects corrected. This program is continued in a more 
limited extent in the school with the first and third grades re- 
ceiving physical examinations and immunizations through the 
first four grades. Insofar as possible, all suspected vision and 
hearing detects are rechecked by the nurse and followed through 
for correction. The Vermont Association for the Blind has 
greatly facilitated the corrective program for visual defects. 
Many pairs of glasses have been provided by them for both 
children and adults in this northeastern area. Follow-up of 
some of the special services such as are required for speech de- 
fects or behavior problems is often delayed or postponed because 
of the lack of clinics within a reasonable traveling distance. 


The public health nurse continues to give service to persons 
reported for tuberculosis and venereal disease follow-up. Chest 
clinics are held monthly in St. Johnsbury and Newport to x-ray 
tuberculosis contacts and other cases referred by physicians, 


In your town, 125 preschool and school children were exam- 
ined. 2 received Diphtheria-Tetanus-Pertussis toxoid, 49 re- 
ceived Diphtheria-Tetanus toxoid and 67 were vaccinated against 
Smallpox. 27 visits were made to the schools and 77 home visits 
were made. The cooperation and assistance of the local physi- 
cian, school superintendent, teachers, town officials, P. T. A. 
and local volunteers is greatly appreciated. 


Looking toward improvement and better distribution of the 
public health nursing service, it might be well for agencies and 
individuals who are interested in the health and welfare of their 
children to form an overall planning committee made up of rep- 
resentatives from each community. Such a group would plan 
and work together to meet needs more effectively. |

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
Concord School District 


The school board and superintendent have kept in close con- 
tact with the operation of the schools. They have attended 13 
regular board meetings, various regional meetings and have 
made numerous visits to the schools. The buildings and equip- 
ment have been kept in good repair. During the summer main- 
tenance program all wood floors were thoroughly cleaned and 
resurfaced with a good grade of floor seal. All cement base- 
ment, corridor, and toilet floors were painted. During the 
Christmas recess wood corridor floors were again cleaned and 


~ resurfaced. 


The homemaking room was very much improved by the 
addition of a sink, base-cabinets, and refrigerator which resulted 
in an up to date two unit kitchen of which the community can 
be very proud. These improvements together with the pur- 
chase of two new electric sewing machines makes the homemak- 
ing laboratory rank very high among those in the high schools 
of the state. 


Another very valuable improvement was accomplished, 
when a plot of land adjacent to the south side of the Village 
school was acquired and graded for use as a playground and 
~ parking area. The acquisition of this area of land is in con- 
tormity with the policy of the State Board of Education regard- 
ing suitable and sufficient playground space. 


The recent installation of fluorescent lights in the 7th and 
8th grade room remedied a poor lighting condition.

The board has provided the latest texts and instructional 
supplies for the pupils, thus adding to teacher and pupil effi- 
ciency. Except in a very few cases modern seating has also 
been provided. 


The assignment of pupils to the two schools is such that a 
desirable teacher load is the result. 


Achievement and mental maturity tests were given during 
November to pupils in grades 5 through 8. The aim of this pro- 
eram is to give the teacher a guide towards determining a pupil’s 
capacity for work. 


The program in the high school is well balanced and varied 
for a school of its size. In addition to the regular class program 
pupils are encouraged to take part in glee club, one-act plays 
and speaking contests of the Hilldale League. The physical 
education program provides an opportunity for every pupil to 
participate in volley ball, softball, basketball, baseball and field 
sports. The availability of a fine gymnasium, two play areas 
adjacent to the school building, and a well-kept athletic field 
within a few minutes walk from the school gives Concord High 
School an enviable set-up. It is the aim of the faculty that 
every boy and girl be encouraged to take an active part in some 
supervised athletic activity. 


The September enrollment showed 71 pupils in the high 
school. This is an increase of 18 over last year, mostly due to 
tuition students. This speaks well for the program offered. 


Speaking of enrollment, I hope that every parent realizes 
the necessity of a high school education for his children, and 
puts forth every effort to keep his children in school. All 
should remember that the school board members operate the 
schools on a budget. In their attempt to budget instructional, 
operating, and maintenance costs, good pupil attendance with 
no drop-outs are an important factor upon which the use of 
school funds are based. It should be kept in mind that any per- 
son 16 years old or older who becomes enrolled in a public 
school, or any person who becomes 16 while enrolled must com- 
plete the term in which he is enrolled. I must say that it is the 
desire of the school officials that a pupil attend school because 
of the benefits he gains and not because of the law. 


The board gave much study to the preparation of the school 
budget for the school year July 1, 1954 to June 30, 1955. In 
view of the costs in comparable systems the proposed budget of 
$55,905.00 is very reasonable.

In looking forward to next year I suggest that the area in 
front of\the entrance to the Village school be macadamized in 
order to prevent a very muddy condition in late fall and early 
spring. A similar treatment to a smaller area at East Concord 
would be very beneficial.

ASSOCIATION, INC. 
A cooperative organization of the towns of 
Caledonia, Essex and Orleans Counties

The sum of $4911 was appropriated at the 1953 Town Meet- 
ings, on the basis of 1% of the Grand List, by forty-one of the 
forty-nine voting towns of the three counties, for the work of the 
Northeastern Vermont Development Association. One town 
voted 2%. 

Working in cooperation with regional, local area, and 
project (action) committees much has been accomplished to 
benefit the towns of the area. 

As a result of the publicity program of the Association, pub- 
licizing community events, featuring area attractions, tri-county 
listings, publications and telling the story of northeastern Ver- 
mont in numerous ways, many new visitors came to this part of 
the state for the first time. 

Working with State departments and agencies on problems 
of common concern has resulted in certain highway improve- 
ments; instruction for community groups in crafts and skills as 
a basis for new home industries, “Know Your Town” studies 
for seventeen towns to date, special Community Data Surveys 
for ten towns (the first step in attracting new industry) and 
many other benefits. 

Special work has been done in cooperation with local and 
state groups in developing the possibilities of Jay Peak and 
Burke Mountain, in bringing together common interest groups 
of the three counties to promote special area events, e.g. North- 
eastern Vermont Country Dance Festival, Hardwick, and 
Rogers Rangers Pageant, Island Pond, and to work for the de- 
velopment of the resources of the area, through organized effort. 

The program of work closely follows the statement of pur- 
pose: 

“To develop and promote through study, planning 
and publicity, the recreational, agricultural, in- 
dustrial, natural and human resources of the area 
and to work for the economic and social better- 
ment of the three counties”. 3 

Copies of the 1953 Annual Report, financial statement and 
1954 Program of Work are available from the NVDA Office, 
Lyndonville, Vermont. 

Groundwork has now been done which will bear fruit an- 
other year. A favorable vote for the support of the town of 
Concord is asked that this work may be continued.
